ARCHBISHOP HEISS. 


Charles Darwiu, the great English sci­ 
entist, is dead. He died in London on 
Thursday afternoon, iu his 73d year. He 
was one of the most remarkable men of 
his time. He not only bad high schol­ 
arly attainments,but he had a great mind 
after the fashion cf Dr. Thomas Young, 
and worked in the fields of science w here 
few dared to tread. He was a close stu­ 
dent from early life, aud began his sci­ 
entific investigations rn a most thorough 
manner when he was only 22 years old. 
He wrote many books, but his first to 
make a sensation, and which showed re­ 
markable genius, wits the “Origin of spe­ 
cies by means of natural selection.’’ It 
had an enormous sale, and was translated 
into French, German, Italian aud Dutch. 
The book made him famous throughout 
the world, and honors were showered up­ 
on 
him by 
all the 
academies of 
Europe. 
In 
this book 
he 
he did not claim that man once inhabited 
the jungles as a monkey, but he did claim 
that man has always existed as man, but 
his species has improved as the demands 
were made upon him, until he gradually, 
through succeeding ages, developed from 
a lower to a higher plane. But in his 
last work upon that subject, “The Descent 
of Man and Selection in Relation to Sex/' 
published in 1871. Mr. .Darwin took the 
ground that man descended from a hairy 
quadruped, furnished with a tail, i»ointed 
ears, aud arboreal in his habits. The 
work provoked much criticism on one 
hand, while on tile ether it was regarded 
as one of the profoundest works of mod­ 
ern times. Iu whatever light the world 
may view his position in regard to the 
origin of specie*, he will stand iu the 
foremost rank of the great scientists of 
the age.

harmless iii themselves, become chemi­ 
cally poisonous by admixture. 
Adding 
the dangers from all these to the rancid, 
diseased, putrid qualities of grea.se used, 
and mothers may well bo appalled at 
the permanent evils these neat l<x>king, 
delicately scente4l blocks contain, ready 
to bo released whenever moistened and 
applied to the baby’s body.

People who liorht their pipes, cigars 
i or lamps, or kindle their tires by the in­ 
stantaneous ignition of friction matches, 
have, unless they are old people, very 
little conception of the labor and trib­ 
ulation 
attendant 
upon 
the 
same 
process fifty years ago. 
Every well- 
regulated family, at that time, was pro­ 
vided with a tin box. of tinder, produced 
bv the combustion of rags, and a flint 
and steel, and matches which had been 
dipped 
into brimstone. 
When tire 
was wanted the flint and steel and tin­ 
der were produced, and the tinder be­ 
ing ignited by sparks precipitated from 
the steel by means of the flint, a mat rh 
was touched to the burning mass, and, 
beinsr lighted, was applied to some pre­ 
pared kindling, ami a lire thus pro­ 
duced, the whole process occupying 
from live to fifteen minutes, according 
to tin* skill or luck of the operator. 
This was at ten dr d with so much labor, 
and productive of the use of so many 
naughty words on the part of the per­ 
ron operating, that tires were gnu*rally 
kept all night. 
This was done—there 
were few stoves, and bani coal had not 
come into very general use then—by 
covering the huge and blazing baek-log 
in tin* tire-place with ashes, ami in the 
morning there was generally found iii 
its place a lied of live coals, which, by 
the application of fresh wood. ami with 
the aid of tin* then universal bellows, 
usually produced a blazing lire iii from 
lifted! minutes to half an hour, 
Some­ 
times, however, from some cause, the 
baek-log would be wholly consumed, 
leaving nothing but a bed of ashes. 
Iii 
this case, particularly if there was an I 
absence of dry kindling iii the house, j 
some member of the family must take 
the 
shovel, and 
oftentimes through 
snow knee-deep, trudge to the nearest 
neighbor'a, “ after tire.” 
j 
And sometimes, indeed, the nearest I 
neighbor’s fire would be out, too, iii I 
which case the walk would have to be 
extended till the tire was procural. 
The live coals were borne home upon 
tin* shovel, often carefully guarded with 
the hand to prevent blowing off, placed 
between two brands, the bellows set 
vigorously at work, and the fire thus J 
set a-blazing. 
In lighting a candle, a 
live coal was taken up with a pair of 
tongs ami blown upon with the mouth 
until a blaze was produced. 
Pipes wen* 
lighted by placing a live coal on top of 
the tobacco, and cigars by holding the 
miming coal to the end and puffing 
with all one's might. 
The first improvement on this in New 
England was the substitution of a I jolt Ic 
of phosphorus, into which, the cork 
M'iifg removed, a brimstone match was 
thrust, and being thus ignite!I the bottle 
was quickly closed in order to retain the 
strength of the liquid. 
This was such 
an emancipation from the thralldom of J 
the tinder-box ami flint and steel, and I 
the other inconveniences of the old I 
method, that people rejoiced greatly, J 
and believed the ne plus ultra iii this J 
direction had Iicon reached, and ©very J1 
well-regulated 
family 
was - provided 
with its little of phosphorus, while th** 
flint and steel and tinder-box were laid 
aside to Im* used only in cases of ©mer- J 
gency. 
This invention was known by I 
tin* name of 4*loco-foco matches.”

Direct!}*, however, there was another 
invention, that left 
the phosphorus 
bottle as much in tin* shade as tilt* 
other had the flint and steel. 
This was 
the application of a preparation of ■ 
phosphorous anil brimstone to the tips I 
of matches, which only required to be J 
drawn between tho folded leaves of a J \ 
piece of sand-patier to produce a light, 
so that the smoker had only to carry 
bis matches in one vest pocket and bis 
, 
folded paper in the oilier to light his J | 
jiijK* at any moment. These latter were 
known as “ Lucifer matches,” as par-

T inier Supply rf Europe* 
Some statistical statements recently 
published with reference to the timber 
production end supply of Europe indi­ 
cate that wasteful recklessness has pre­ 
vailed in nearly all the continental coun­ 
tries for years. 
It is stated that there is 
scarcely any oak timber left in Sweden 
or Norway, and the pine w oods are be­ 
ing fast thinned out, the people betag al­ 
ready obliged to buy such of their wood 
elsewhere. The forest era of Kunia 
akmg the Baltic and in the southern 
provinces has been largely reduced, and 
occupies only about one-tenth of tho 
whole. Austria-Hungary has still 43,- 
000,000 acres of forest, and a conserva­ 
tive and productive system of dealing 
with the timber supply has been in force 
there for nine years. Most of the timber 
now used in Austria Is imported from 
Bosnia and Montenegro; Servia and 
BnimiMiii have tine forests; Italy has 
14,000,000 acres of timber, most of it-in 
the mountains and difficult of access, 
'Spain has oafy 8,500,000 acres left, and 
these mostly in tike mountains; Portugal 
.has 1,000,000, but does a heavy Umber 
business. 
In Germany the forests are 
carefolly husbanded, and their area an­ 
nually increased by planting, $500,000 
befog appropriated every year by the 
government for that purpose. 
Theper- 
empire has now' about 34,OuOUQ0O 
acres of forest, valued at $400,0003)00, 
and producing a yearly income of nearly 
($50,000,000 by the sale of timber, csre- 
afully selected with a view to inflictiqgno 
injury upon the forests. 
The German 
exports of Umber are about 2,000,000 
tons less than the imports annually.

A Wonderful Bridge. 


A remarkable bridge is now iii course 
of const nut ion over KinzinaC’reek, near 
Bradford. Pa., on the line of the New 
York, Lake Erie Ar Western Railway. 
The structure bas a total length of 2,051 
feet from abutment to abutment, and 
the height of the rail above the bed of 
the creek is JOI feet. 
It consists of one 
span 62 feet long, twenty spans 61 feet 
each, and twenty spans J8 feet 6 inches 
each. 
The trusses, which extend the 
whole length, are 6 feet high and lOfeet 
apart, made similar to those of the ele­ 
vated railroads, and are known as tin* 
lattice girder. 
The spread of the posts 
at the highest point is 1041 feet, bein** 
about one-tliird of the height, which 
gives base and stability to the structure, 
and prevents any vibration or lateral mo­ 
tion. The bridge will be, it is said, the 
highest railroad bridge iii the world. It 
is 60 feet higher than Niagara suspen­ 
sion bridge, 170 feet higher than the 
great bridge across the Ohio at Cincin­ 
nati, 189 feet above High bridge, and 45 
feet higher than Portage railroad bridge 
over the Genesee River. 
The bridge will 
consume 40,000,000 pounds of iron, and 
will require 30,000 yards of masonry. 
The cost will be over $500,000.

Collecting Ivy Roots. 


There is an industry in the mountains 
of Western North Carolina and East 
Tennessee that is perhaps known to but 
few, anil is probably found in but few 
sections of this country, viz.: The col­ 
lection of ivy roots. The roots are 
shipped to this city and Boston, whore 
tliev are used for* making door knobs 
and pipe bowls. 
They are found prin­ 
cipally along tho line of the Cranberry 
Branch Railroad and in the vicinity of 
Rome Mountain, where they grow Wi 
great abundance and attain an enormous 
size. 
Our informant states that recent­ 
ly a root weighing 800 pounds was dug 
from the ground and .‘.hipped to market. 
This is supposed to be the largest ivy 
root ever found, but roots wcighingfrom 
seventy-five to 150 pounds are frequent­ 
ly found. The collection of these roots 
has grown into quite au industry, and a 
large number of poor farmers are thus 
engaged and make a fair livelihood. 
There is a constant demand for tho 
roots, and good prices are paid for them 
by the ton. 
The wood is said to be very 
valuable for the purposes for which it is 
used. —Thiladelphia Star.

What will our incoming council do in 
reference to the subject of license for the 
side of intoxicating liquors? This ques. 
tiou may be readily answered iu one as­ 
pect of the case, at least. The new colin* 
cil will license the traffic for the ensuing 
year. No issue, adverse to this step, was 
made iu the choice of mayor or aldermen. 
It is, however, well known, that a large, 
respectable and growing class of voters 
iu the city are decidedly of the opinion 
that the traffic in question is a very seri­ 
ous evil, and that as such it ought not to 
be licensed. The opinions of 
these 
men 
are 
not 
to 
be 
sneered 
at. Aud yet, as we have more than hint­ 
ed, it is probably a foregone conclusion 
that their honestly entertained views are 
not to govern the council in its treatment 
of this subject. 
Shall we then go on in the old ruts of 
the past, or shall an effort be made to 
fiud out some better method of dealing 
with this vexed question of liquor sell­ 
ing? Our city council has always fa­ 
vored low’ license; and the average num­ 
ber of saloons for the past few years has 
fallen but little short of fifty. Would it 
not be wise to raise the price of license ? 
—say to $500, if this ta allowable by tho 
new city charter, and then grant the priv-

to

iiumiler of applicants, not exceed ten, 
and hold these strictly accountable to the 
law’, making the first violation a complete 
forfeiture of the right to sell. 
The city 
of Beloit has agreed upon $300 as the 
price of license; and many of the Illinois 
cities, notably Elgin and Aurora, put the 
license at $500.
